THE COMING OF THE SCOT 
Cameron McLean 


There are two racially different people in Scotland, the Highlander and the Lowland- 
er. The Highlander is mystical, a droamer of dreams and a seer of visions, self-re- 
liant, proud, courageous, hardy--living a life on the islands off tho west const of 
Scotland as essentially the same as before history began. The Lowlander is pract- 
icel, progressive, commercial end much the same in every rospect as the average Amcer- 
ican. The Highlander talks a language entirely his own, Gi ELIC, while English is 

the common language of the Lowlander. 


The islands of the Hebrides lio separated from the coast of Scotland by forty bitter- 
ly cold North atlantic miles. Thov are es isolated in the Hebrides os a romote 
Alaskan cutpost. It was here that St. Columba brought the Christian religion to 

the Western World, two centuries before St. 4ugustine set foot in Canterbury. The 
island of Inoa is called THE SACRED ISLE and there is no more thrilling page in all 
history than the dissemination of Christianity from this island beginning in the 

yeer 561. It is to the Scot tho second Bethlehem, 


The Iona Cathedral in which St. Columba proached is beautifully restored by the 
British Government. It is indeed your spiritual home. Sixty Scottish kings lie 
beneath its sod end also ecbeth and bis roy2l victim, Duncan. These islands bear 
such euphonius names as Lull, Jura, Coll, Tiree, Skye, Colonsay, Steffa, Lewis, 
Harris and Eriskay. The famous scottish Harris twoeds are woven by hand on the is- 
land of Harris. 


Some state thet the Scot first came from Greece while other historiens claim we are 
nothing but shipwrecked Scandinavians. In either ease we should be perfectly happy. 
I am not here to state that the Scot discovered /.merica or thet he put the salt in 
the ocean. But one cannot help e sense of pride mingled with awe-inspiring wondor 
at the part the Scot played at the birth of a nation. 


The impact of the Scot upon tho history of this land is nothing short of stupendous 
and it proves that evor since tine beran the Scot has carried on a sort of personal 
crusade for liberty, life and the pursuit of happiness, to an enthusiasti- degree. 

He carried from his parent home all the character which makes him a useful, dopend- 
able citizen and as a membor of society, he cast his cifts upon the altar of a now 
lend with courareous ebendon. You have heard people spezk, questioning as to how 

the Irish or the Dutch or the Scandinavions or the Germans would vote et an election. 
No one ever heard of Scottish people grouping togethor and voting en masse. No, 

very dofinitely they vote American. 


The curtain rises on & tregic drama of five ships which sailed from the Port of Leith, 
near Edinburgh, in the year 1698, carrying one thousend passengers bound for the 
Isthmus of Paname, under tho leadership of William Paterson, founder of the Bank of 
England. Three quarters of a million pounds wes subscribed to make the Port of Pen- 
“ama the greatest in the world, since it was anticiprted that all the woalth of tho 
Chine, Ceylon and Siam would pass that way end Scotland would vie with London 
and Pe as e commercial capital. 


Stark trepady stalked the expodition for, after terrible suffering in pestiloential 
ships, ao Walaa by the tropicel climete and decimation by disease, great numbors 
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perished as the Spanish natives sot upon thom. 


/. second expedition followed all wmwitting of the awful cxperience of William Pater- 
son’s group, whose survivors hoa put off in poats for Jamaica. Four vessels arviv- 

ed in Panama with severel hundred Scots on borrd. But their provision ship was 

burncd by the Spaniards and after their ammunition gave out, in fighting the Spanierds 
they agreed to depart. 


Of all these vessels only one reached Scotland. Many of these hardy Scots sattled 
in America and a providontial sequel lies in all of these experiences. One vessel 
nemed TEE RISING SUN made for the port of Charleston, South Carolina and there lay 
off the harbor awaiting entrance. Tho minister of the colony in Charleston had 
died anda the Rov. Alcxrnder Stobo was invitod to preach to the colony. While the 
Rov. Stobo and Mrs. Stobo were on shore a hurricane broke loose and all on the ship 
were lost. 


The first contirzent of Scots in numbors camo oerly in 1718. Thoso omigrents wore 
not made welcome by tho Puritans and found themselves incligible for citizenship un- 
less they first connected thomsclves with tho State Church. Tho Scots rcofusod cnd 
raised enocuzh money to build their own church but tho Puritans, end I quote “gathered 
tumultuously" and dostroyod the structure. Wheroupon the Scots submitting in silonco 
moved out from Worcestur to tho frontier. Tho Puritens did not further molest them 

cs it was soon discovered that the Scots were their best defense against the Indisns. 
and tho Scots norformed this distinguished service all the way from Maine to Georgia, 
always in the front. 


Since coming to the United States I havo hoard frequent use of the term Scotch-Irish. 
Please lot me explain that these people had no Irish blood in their veins. The 

early settlors wore full-blooded Scots and ought to have beon named Ulster-Soots, be- 
ccuse while thoir point of departure was Irelend, thoy were all of Scottish birth and 
Presbyterians by feith. 


Whitclaw Reid states that between 1730 snd 1770 at least half a million Scots woro 
transforred from Ulster to the colonies, more than half the Presbyterian population of 
Ulstce at thet time. nother authority fixes tho inhabitants of Scottis: ancestry 

in the nine colonics south of New England at 386,000. These conclusions find power- 
ful support in tho number of distinguished men whom=tho Scots of Ulstor contribtted 

to tho Revolutionary struggle. 


Out of Washington's brigadier-generals, NINE were of Scots descent. Genorsl Rogers 
Clark who performed ono of the greatest militry fcats in our history - that of the 
rescue of Kentucky ond tho wholo rich country northwest of the Ohio from which five 
states wero formed - was « Virginie Scot. 


When the Suprome Court of the United Statos was first organized, three out of the 
four Associate Justices wore Scots. Whon first Chicf Justico John Jay left the bench 
his succossor was John Rutlodgo, 9 Scot. In Washington's first cabinet there wore 
three Scots. Out of fifty-six membors who composed the Congress that adopted the 
Decloration of Independence, ELEVEN were Scots. It was in response to the eppeal of 
e Scot, John Witherspoon that the Doclaration of Independence was signed. It is proe- 
served in the handwriting of ae Scot who was thon Secrotrry of Congress. It was first 
publicly read by » Scot and first printod by » Scot. Patrick Henry, a Scot, set a- 
flamc the spark of indcpendence and John Psul Joncs, our groat neval hero, a Scot, 
also defended ite 





Jefforson traced his encestry through his mother's family beck to Scotland. 

education was largely due to two Proesbytorien ministers. He went to William 
College where his principal tecncher wes Prof. Small, « Scot. His biographer stntes 
"He truly had a Scottish oducetion through his life." Jofferson said of himsolf, "It 
was Prof. Small's presence at Williemsburg that probably fixod the destiny of my life." 


androw Hamilton, & Scot, wns sclocted to draw tho plans for the Pennsylvania Stato 
Rouso, thore being no profassionel erchitcect in tho colony ct that timo. This 
building is now lmown as INDEPENDENCE HALL end tho cradle of Amorican liberty. It 
was hero the Declarction of Independence was signed and tho Constitution framed. So 
it was that a Scot not only raised the first voice for frocdom of speech in the 
Colonios but designed tho house in which independence was to have its proclamation 
and its permanont chertor,. 


daloxander Hamilton, the groet financial wizard of the Treasury, was also « prominent 
Scot and his neme will livo forover in history. 


4 word might be propor sbout a fair daughter of Scotland, Mary Murrey, who played a 
romantic part upon the Amcricm battleficld. Though her husband, a Queker, was sus- 
pocted of being a Loynlist, she was a charming robel of great beauty. Whon Washing- 
ton's troops wero rotrorting across Manhatten Islond, (whero our skyscrapors now 
stend) she delibcratcly detained Cornwallis, his officers and mon by hor courtoous 
hospitelity until the rear guard of Washington's little army could cscapse to tho up- 
per ond of the island. On the next day was fought tho battle of Harlom Heights, the 
only successful ongegement won by the Amoricans in Now York. There is a movement on 
foot to erect » monument in New York, to enshrine the momory of this Scottish horoine 





History toems with proof that Scotland's froatost contribution wore the types of men 
of character and high resolve which she sont to our shoros. Noxt to that would be 
the gift of the Presbytcrian Church. Another would bo that Gabricl's trumpot, tho 
telephone, that Alexander Boll found in socking to give bottor herring to o few deaf 
people. Who would daro sny that indrow Cernegio's stccl was not the most potent 
clemont in building the Amcrican continent? ind the homes of Amoricna have beon 
greatly onriched and mado beautiful by Duncan Phyfo's furniture. 


It will intorest you to know thet some of our Nogro Spirituals woro based upon tho 
themos of the old Scottish Psalms. Dr. Henry Pullen Jackson of Vanderbilt Univcr- 
sity, Neshvillo, Tonn., noted authority cn the Nogro Spiritual, informed me thet 
vory dofinitely tho psalms woro a grert inspiretion ond influence to the musical 
hcart of the Nogro. Scottish slave ovmors would assemble the family esround tho 
table for religious service each Saeturdry Night much in the semo fashion as is 
boeutifully oxpressod in the immortel pocm of Burns, THE COTTERS S..TURDsY iIGHT. 
Tho psalms which they sang inspired the listoning Nogrocs who would sit outsido, 
and cousod thom, with thoir owm fertile imagination to meko little turns in the 
music and add an extra note hore or theroe At that moment & SPIRITUAL WiS BORK. 


Cocil Forsyth, the notod English Composer, in compiling his groat work on Folk Songs 
of England and Scotland was compolled to como to Kentucky to obte‘in tho puro un- 
adultcrated Folk Song of theso countrics. Ovor hore in tho Appalachian mountains 

he found ho could pick up tho broken strends of gold on molodics, which had long 
since bcon forgotten intho old world. Ho brought back these songs to Britain from 
tho mountains of Kontucky and Tennosseo to estound tho poople of Scotland that thoso 
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voce.l goms woro boing sung and prescrved in the mourtains oi this great iend. You 
will hcar Burl Ivos and John Jacob Niles sing these songs frequontly on tho air. 


Donald Robortson was one of a group of great Scottish toachers as wore also Lindley 
Morray ond McGuffy, whoso roaders wero used throughout tho county in the middlo 

of tho last century. Did not our Honry Ford como under the tuition d@ th McGuffy 
books? 


Both Lowis and Clark, who mado the memoreble oxpodition to the Pacific in the year 
1803 wore of Scottish blood. It was a porizous cond triumphant achievement which 
was of great sciontific value, bringing as it did the first authontic information 
concerning that un'’mowm region. Florida was addod the tha Union in 1819 as 2 ro- 
sult of tho aggressive action of an Ulstor Scot, Andrew Jackson, whoso father, with 
his wifo Elizaboth Hutchinson, omigreted to America in 1765 from Carrickforgus, Ire- 
lend end settled on the bordor botwoon North and South Ceroline. North Toxas ace 
quired indopendence undor Scam Houston, also a doscondant of Scotland and a great 
friond of Androw Jackson. Toxas was annoxod to the United Statcs under the Prosi- 
dency of Jamcs J. Polk, grandson of Thomes Polk, an Ulstcor Scot, 


Ray Stannard Baker statos, “Woodrow Tilson spreng from one of the toughtst, gritticst, 
hardest-knit races that ovor trod the face of tho onrth. On the Wilson sido ho was 
Ulstor Scottish; on tho Woodrow sido he wes of anciont Scottish linengc. His ances- 
tors, rigidly trained in world of God and mentally proparod to suffor for thoir con- 
victions, gloricd in tho sinowy intolloctual exercises of thoir faith, whether thoy 
woro talking down from tho Pulpit or up from tho pew." 


Each Scottish expedition, brought Doctors, Ministers, Sciontists, Explorors and Mo- 
chanics. Wherevor the Scot wont ho did two things primarily. He bvilt s Church 
and orectod s School, knowing as he did so that the Spiritual and Educetional are 
the spinal fluid of domocrscy in the pursuit of lifo, liberty and happiness, 


Such wes the dynamic potoncy of the Covonentor faith. His fato omphasizod the per- 
il to which thoy wore daily subjoctod in our carly life as a Kistion. They livod 
with thoir backs to the seaboard and their facos to tho hostile habitations of the 
Indian. Mid the growing pains of a great pooplo they were truly tho spearhead of 
the whito advanco. Thoy plungod into the wildorness with as great abandon as their 
forofathors had done in their own lend, taking wives and childron with them and bee 
getting others in this unknown land. Porhaps in a true sonse thoy wore the FIRST 
AMERICANS. 


Whon the Scottish fingors of Botsoy Ross shuttled stars to and fro to meko tho first 
Amcrican flag, sho sowed into tho stars the rndianco of the valor of Scottish hoarts 
who had livod and diced that Old Glory would over wavo over a free people. No wonder 
tho Scot is proud to bo part of tho 4morican fabric.

Five children wore born to them end they edopted two young boys, George ond 
Elirs Claycomb. After the deaths of Benjamin ond Mary, the old home fermwas left 
to the edopted sons.

The following was probably written by Delia Ellsworth (now dec'd), daughter of Yim. 
and Ruth (Rose Ellsworth, pioneers of Lyndon Twp., Washtenaw Co., Michigan and now 
in the possession of their youngest daughter and only living child, Mrs. Alice Kator 


of Stockbridgs, Michigan. It evidently concerns the Ellsworth family. This copy Es 
was made for General Richardson Chapter D. A. Re. and the Detroit Society for Gen- 
ealogical Research. 


"Pa was born in York State, Orleans Co. His father and mother were born in Pa. 
Pa's (William) mother's name was Polly Seely before marriage. She hed one sister 
by the name cf Deborah. 2 children were left in the house while the rest of the 
family went to the sugsr bush and house caught fire while they were away and burned 
the two children to deeth. Pa‘*s mother's sister married a man by the name of Akley. 
Pa came from York state to Michigan with his folks in '44 at the are of 14 years 
together with 7 other children - Silenda who was then married, George, Alsine, Wm., 
Sam, Lee, Warren & Jane, - James & Nelson had come to Mich. about 2 or 3 years be- 
fore. Think they took a canal at iedina for Buffalo then took the Julia Palmer for 
Detroit across Lake Erie. 


Soon after leaving Buffalo one of the worst storms came up that was ever know 
before or since. They were in the leke long enough to reach Detroit and then went 
back to Buffalo for repairs. In the meantime horses and goods had been thrown over- 
board. Started from Buffalo in the evening----was out #11 night. The waves wash 
across the boat. Goods that were in boxes were received in Detroit having floated 
ashore. One large chest we now have. 


From Detroit took cars to Dexter. Two of the old neighbors of James Ellsworth 
hapoened to be in Dexter on business and----them home where Bill Green now lives, 
then wont in Johnson house near McIntyre's where the spring is on the hill, lived 
there one winter when they moved where pa now lives. They built the log house right * 
in the woods. No roads were laid out then."

John Martindell of Huntington Twp., Gallia Co., Ohio, was the shortest-lived of the 
sons of Lt. James Martindell, but his descendants carrying the fomily name, continued 
to live in that township until 1936. In the eight years of his married life he had 
eequired a farm-home in Section 12 and enough property to pay the debts of his es- 
tete ond the widow's nllownences provided by law. 25/ This showing, under the primi- 
tive pioneer conditions then provailing, indicates thet he very likely carried on 

his affairs with the energy and practicality characteristic of his family. His widow, 
\s © member of one of the earliest pioneer families, hed come to Gallic County from 
Groenbricr Co., Vae when still a child. Sho reared their children and rcemined o wid- 
ow until Nov. 27, 1839 when she married William Vanco, and the farmwas sold, part of 
it to an Adney whose femily gives name to the county road now passing thatway.

ity, end his wife nursed him. This angered a couple of neighboring citizons, who 
howevor, were known to hove hired substitutes for the army, and they exme while Al- 
vin, - man of gront size end strength, wes aw-y cnd demendod of his wife thet she givo 
up "thet Reb." Julia bade tho agitators to go and catch o rebel thomsolvos if they 
wanted one; that they would have to go over her body to got this one. 28/ 

ijlvin end his wife wore lifo-long residents of Huntington Twp. and ho served tho 
tovnship at various times as constable, clork, assossor, justive of the posce ond 
trustce. I do not h>ve the dato of his denth, but his wifc, who survived him, dicd 
June 16, 1896.

20, 1657, marricd Saran Cornell. Thoir son, named John eclso, married Oct. 14, 1704, 
Honneh Hallett. This ccuple crossed Long Island Sound end took up their residonee 
in North Castle, Westchester Coe, Ne. Y. It is thoir son Richard, b. Jvme 27, 1730 
(who marricd in 1748 Amy Birdsall, b. Mor. 4, 1725, d. Oct. 16, 1812, burnd ct 
Chappaqua in the old Burying Ground) that this book has stressed tho gonealogy of." 
Richard Washburn Family Gonenlogy by ida C. Haight, assistod by Frank C. Lowis, MD. 

"Richard Washburn (Josoph, John, John, William) b. June 27, 1730 m. Amy Birdsall, 
He lived in Mount Plonsant on a farm noer tho New Castle Border just wost of tho 
Pocentica River. Tho present Bronx River Parkway Extension runs directly through 
this lend which his sons Joseph ond Daniel bought from tho Commissionors of Forfoit- 
ure in 1785. He diced before Juno 5, 1786." Familics of Philipsborough by Grenville

The section called North Castle, was, I understand, a part of Philipsburgh Manor 
in the oarly days. A part of North Castle is now Now Castle. Will be glad to look 
up further information in the above books if desired.

CORRECTIONS TO PUBLISHED WORKS 


"HISTORY OF MACOMB COUNTY, MICH.", published 1882 by M. A. Leeson & Co., Chicago. 
In a list of cerly marriages given on p. 283 of this history, the first four mar- 
riagos are listed as of 1818. An oxaminotion of tho onrly marriage records in the 
county clerk's office from which this list was copied, seoms to indicate that the 
dato should be 1828 rather than 1818. Tho book is labellod “Liber A, Marriage Rocords 
of Macomb County (1819-1834) end Cattle Markings." The first marriages in the book 
are datod 1819 and follow e rough chronology but not an oxact ono as pparently tho 
ministors end justicos of tho peaco did not sond thom in for record very regulerly. 
About one-fourth of the way through tho book, whon threo 1830 marringes hed alrendy 
boon onterod, thore is a heading, Marriages by Gideon Gates, J. Pe The text thon 
roads "Tho following is 2 truo account of marriages by mc solemnized in the yoers 
1825, 1826, 1827 and 1828." In tho list following, tho yoars are marked but onco 
alongside the first marringe in each yoar. Aftor 1827 comes 1818, where 1828 is ox- 
peoted and thoro is no furthor year. It is belioved that 1818 was writton by mistake 
instcad of 1828. 

Support for this belief comes from othor passagos in tho history cited above, 
Tho first of theso marriagos of questionable date, was that of Sylvestre Finch and 
i.lmeda Wobstor. On page 697 in a writo-up of tho Finch family, thoro is a statemont 
thet Sylvostro Finch was born Merch 1, 1805, that the family came to Michigan in 1824 
and that Sylvostre marriod /lmoda Wobstor born March 1, 1810. Although tho marringe 
dato is not given in this account, it manifostly was not 1818, but quite probably 
1828. i.gain on page 667, in reciting tho history of tho Munroo family, statemont is 
mado thet tho family came to Michigan in 1821 and that Freedom Mumroo mearriod Mary 
Cooper ebout 1827. This is anothor of the couplos recorded as marrying in 1618 whon 
1828 scoms ce moro likoly dato. Although similar data for tho other two marringes, that 
are in quostion, is lacking it seoms qite likely that thoy wore of tho same year as 
the two discussed abovoe &
